vention today was the exhibition of a
of cotton known as the Africa

limbless. If what is claimed for the cot-
ton 's true, its advent meaas a revolution
in the cotton world. Connected with the
cotton is an interesting story.

It seems that In J S93, Adolph Kyle, while
wanderingoverCentralAfrica, came across
a new species ot giant cotton in the vailey

, of the Congo River. The plant was not
undei cultivation, but appeared to grow
wild aud flourish on the marsh-land- s. It
dificied from other cotton, in that many
of the Ntalks were as high as twenty feet,
and the balls were connected directly to the
sta"i without any intervening limb, as is
the case with American cotton and Indian
cotton.

Much impressed with the wonderful ap-
pearance ot the plant, Kyle cut off a sec-
tion eighteen inches long. On this small
section alone he couuted 167 bolls ot the
size of the average cotton plant. In
1SK4, he interested F. W. Jackson, a
planter of this State, In the new variety
and he has succeeded in raising stalks
from eight to fourteen feet high.
